SHIPS AT MANILA, 

Washington, February 4.— German 
crews on some of the war-bound ships

Manila, Kebruary 4.—It is reported 
that Virtually all the machinery and 
engines of the. twenfv-tnree German 
steamers lying in Philippine ports have 
been damaged by their crews. Seven- 
teen of these vessels are interned at 
Manila, three at Cebu and three at Zam- 
boanga.

| Washington, February 4.—The possi- 
bility that the sinking of the American 
steamer Housatonic will become a sée- 
rious factor in the crisis with Ger- 
many apparently was eliminated today 
by evidence that the attacking sub- 
marine acted within international law. 
American Consul Stephens at Plymouth 
reported that warning wag given and 
provision made for safety of the crew. 
As the Housatonic was carrying con- 
traband, any controversy over her de- 
struction ig expected ¢o present no 
more serious an issue than a claim 
for monetary damages. If the consul’s 
report is correct, the case apparently 
falls into the same category as that of 
the American ship William P. Frye, 
destroyed early in the war by a raider 
aiter her crew had. been taken off. 
Consul Stephens’ dispatch reads: 
“American steamer Housatonic, ioad- 
ed with a cargo of wheat for the Brit- 
ish mevernmeut, torpedoed by German 
submarine i2:.0 Bebruary 6. Vessel 
warned and total. crew of 8i reseuca 
by submarine and towed for ninety 
ininutes toward land. Submarine fired

Precautions By U-Beat. 


The unusual précautions taken to

CREW OF HOUSATONIC 
HAS BEEN LANDED. 

London, February 4.—The crew of 
the American steamship Housatonic has 
been landed at Penzance, England. Tne 
Housatonic was warned by the German 
submarine which sank her, according to 
John Q@. Stephens, American consul at 
Viymouth. Mr. Stephens today sent the 
following telegram to the Associated 
Press: 

“Total crew of 37 of Housatonic 
landed at Penzance Saturday. Vessel 
torpedoed by a German submarine 
12:40 Saturday. Warned. Crew towed 
90 minutes by submarine toward land.” 

Mr. Stephens telegraphed today to 
Robert P. Skinner, the American con- 
sul general, that the Housatonic was 
halted by a German submarine at noon 
and that, after being warned, the crew

When hailed by the submarine the 
Housatonic was flying the American 
flag and had the American colors 
painted on her side, says a dispatch 
to the Central News. ‘the crew was 
given an hour in which to leave the 
ship, the submarine commander say- 
ing:

The Germans searched the Housa- 
tonic and took a quantity of soap, 
which they said was difficult to ob- 
tain. The second mate of the Housa- 
tonic was second mate of the Ameri- 
can steamer Gulflight when that ves- 
sel was sunk by a German submarine 
off the Scilly Islands early in the war. 


COINCIDENCE 
ABOUT HOUSATONIC. 

Nashville, Tenn., February 4,.—That 
the first American~-vessel sunk by a 
German submarine following the sev- 
erance of diplomatic relations was the 
Housatonic is a historical coincidence. 
The first vessel sunk by a hostile sub- 
marine in warfare bore the same name 
The latter vessel was the U. Ss. 8S 
Housatonic, thirteen guns and one 
hundred and sixty men, which was 
sunk in Charleston harbor the night 
of February 17, 1864, by the Confed.- 
erate submarine H. L. Hunley. The 
pioneer U-boat went to a watery grave 
beside her victim, drowning her com- 
mander, Lieutenant George E. Dixon,

Corporal punishment, by lash or knout, 
at best is a relic of barbarianism; and the 
law should clothe no man with the right 
and authority to beat the flesh of another. 

The practice is harmful in its every 
aspect. In the first place, the ordinary 
keeper of men in prison is not a man of 
sufficiently judicial temperament as to qual- 
ify him to pass upon what and what degree 
of punishment an offender deserves; and 
even though the lash might be deserved, 
there is grave danger lest the wielder of it 
lose his temper and, in the heat of passion, 
overdo it. A case in point is alleged to have 
occurred at Savannah only recentlv, when a 
convict died from a beating by his keeper. 

Then, there is perhaps no form of pun- 
ishment that possibly could be less produc- 
tive of reformation than is whipping. The 
man who flogged not only tortured 
physically, but his pride-—if he has any—is 
bumbled; the milk of kindness in his nature 
is turned to gall. Flogging makes’ him 
morose, embittered, hateful of men and the 
law; and he is prone to leave prison a worse 
citizen than when he entered. 

Whipping, under any circumstances, 
should not be longer permitted in our puni- 
tive institutions.

THE BOY AND THE FARM. 


Food for sober thought is furnished by 


written by an lowa countryman to his county 


newspaper. In his brusque, unacademic 


| style, the farmer plunged straight to the bot- 


tom of the pool and brought up into the 
light one of the fundamental reasons why 
so many farmer boys are drifting away from 
the soil and into the city. 

It is the want of good roads. 

And what he says applies as well to 
Georgia or any other rural state as it does 
to lowa. 

Largely because of the wretched winter 


condition of Iowa roads, says this hard- 


headed man of the soil, the rural schools of 
his section are “a disgrace to the state;” 
and, in order that the boys and girls of the 
farms might not be deprived altogether of 
the advantages of a high school education, 
because the roads in winter are so bad that 
patronage of the country schools is decidedly. 
unpopular, a law was passed whereby the 


townships are compelled to pay the tuition 
of rural high school students in the town 
schools. He says: 


“It is the most vicious of the ‘fool 
laws’ we have on our statute books, tak- 
ing the child away from its home in- 
fluences, and usually turning them loose 
to pick up the viciousness of the small 
towns just at their most susceptible age. 
But worse than that is the taking away 
from the farms of the best of the few 
remaining young folks we have, for aft- 
er four years of town, very few of them 
come back.” 


It sounds reasonable, and it is true that, 
after a boy rooms and boards in city or 
town during his four years of high school 
training—just when his character is being 
formed and he is most needful of home en- 
vironment and influence—he is not likely to 
go back to the farm when he is through. 
The twig has been bent, and the tree inevi- 
tably will be inclined in a direction opposite 
that of the farm. 

How much better, then—how manifestly 
more profitable from every viewpoint, socio- 
logical as well as industrial—that the coun- 
try roads be maintained in such condition 
that an up-to-date rural high school system 


could be maintained; or so that the boys 
and girls of the country could drive to and 
from the city or town high school and live 
and “do the chores,” meanwhile, at home! 
Thus the home circle, the home interest, the 


tie of the soil, would not be broken. Our 
boys and girls, in other words, would nor be 
“weaned” away from the farm. 

This ruralist of Iowa, who says he lives 
nine miles from town, seems to be sailing 
upon a pretty even keel. He attacks many 


of the conditions which surround him-—po- 
litical, economic and social- 
“What is the answer to this?” 


and he asks: 


Then— 


“IT say it is better roads,” he 
“For in any of the states where you have 
the roads you also have the schools, the 
social life, the increase in population, 
the building up, instead of the tearing 
down of the soil, and all those things 
which show a growing community in- 
stead of a decaying one. Now these road 
matters are not theory any more. There 
are more than twenty states that are 
now more or less paved, and of these 
we are paying more taxes right now 
than any except two of them, and have 
less to show for it than any of them. 
Phe Good roads are not a question of 
more taxes, but just a question of busi- 
ness management, instead of political 
management.” 


“Now, my dear ‘stuck-in-the-mud’ friend,”

“I want you to show just one farm- 
ing community in the United States liv- 
ing under hard roads that is losing any 
of its population, let alone the more than 
2 per cent per year we are losing. And 
just show us a single place, will you, 
where there has been a system of hard 
roads put in, and the increase in the price 
of adjacent land has not paid the cost 
from at least one to ten times over. Just 
show us one community, even those 
places where political jobbery and inef- 
ficiency have made them cost two or 
three times what they should, that vou 
can now buy their roads even at twice 
their cost. And just one community in 
which at least nine out of ten men did 
not tell you that hard roads are the best 
thing that ever happened to them.” }

Telegraph’s Assumed Right 
To Dictate to Governor-Elect 


(From The Valdosta Times.) 

The Macon Telegraph has lugged Gover- 
nor-elect Hugh Dorsey into the discussion 
of the extraordinary session of the legis- 
lature and is working over-time to show Mr. 
Dorsey what his duty and obligations to the 
people are. It will be recalled that The 
Telegraph was opposed to the extraordinary 
session last year and it did about as much 
as any other medium to embarrass Governor 
Harris when the governor decided to issue 
The result of the 
session, the quick passage of the prohibition 
law, without the long wrangle which The 
Telegraph predicted, were justified. The 
people did not show the governor as much 
Sratitude in the election as might have been 
expected, and there is a strong intimation 
that some leading alleged prohibitionists 
voted against him. 

The Telegraph, which seems to have be- 
come a leader among the element which it 
formerly ridiculed and opposed, is leading 
the fight to have another extraordinary ses- 
sion called to make the dry law “bone dry.” 
As a part of its fight, The Telegraph brings 
in Governor-elect Dorsey. It discusses Mr. 
Dorsey's “silence,” basing its comment upon 
the governor-elect’s refusal ty recognize The 
Telegraph as his medium through which to 
reach the people. It would also have him 
assume that Governor Harris and the presen! 
legislature would spurred to action b\ 
what he might say. The legislature, which 
comes in with the new governor, is a new 
legislature. Governor Dorsey probably does 
not know how it stands on the “bone dry" 
question. It would be assumption on his 
part for him to say in advance what he would 
do with legislation which it might enact. 
The members of that legislature come fresh: 
from the people and are supposed to know 
the sentiments of the people. 

The Telegraph is hardly the proper au- 
thority to ask an expression of the new 
governor's views, even if the latter wanted 
to express them. It probably preferred that 
he would refuse to answer its question, as it 
usually shows an eagerness for some excuse 
to criticise him. After referring to him as 
a “Villa,” a Mexican “bandit,” and other 
references that were reproachful and insult- 
ing, it was unmitigated gall and impudence 
on the part of its Atlanta correspondent, 
probably prompted by the “home office,” to 
ask him what he would do if the legislature 
passes a “bone dry” law during his term. 
Governor Dorsey is probably looking for the 
pitfalls which his enemies have dug for him 
and he will not allow them to use him as a 
tool with .which to accomplish something 
that would come against him later on, 

After he takes the oath of office as gov- 
ernor and starts upon his official career, his 
official acts will be subject to the sharpest 
of scrutiny bv friend and foe, but until he 
takes the reins of government into his own 
hands it is not fair to him or to Governor 
Harris to trv and use him as a club with 
which to prod the present administration. 
The governor-elect is attending to his own 
business, keeping his own counsel, and his 
friends over the state will be satisfied if he 
will continue to do as he has been doing— 
ignore the criticisms not worthy of notice 
and “answer the fools according to their 
follies.”

Of Bridge Over St. Marys River Wednesday 
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New bridge across St. Marys river.

“ne of the biggest achievements of 
the Dixie Highway association will 
come into complete realization next 
Wednesday when the construction of a 
bridge across the St. Marys river, be- 
tween Waycross and Jacksonville, on 
the central division of the Dixie high- 
way, will be dedicated. 

The commissioners of the Dixie 
Highway association made an inspec- 
tion tour of two proposed eastern divi- 
sions of the Dixie highway between 
Macon and Jacksonville last March. 
These two proposed divisions ran, one 
Via Fitzgerald and Waycross to Jack- 
sonville, and the other via Milledge- 
Ville, Savannah and Brunswick to Jack- 
sonville. The western division has 
already been designated, via Macon, 
Albany, Thomasville and Tallahassee. 

The result of this tour of inspection 
was that the commissioners decided 
that the eastern division should run by 
Milledgeville, Savannah and Bruns- 
wick, but they established a new divi- 
sion to be known as the central division 
which should run through Fitzgerald 
and Waycross.

At the highest the trading 
months were 10 to 12 points over the 
preceding week's close, and at the low- 
est they were 364 to 425 pwints under. 
The net change for the week was 2 
loss of from 193 to 238 points. The 
market moved over an extreme range 
of 375 to 437 points. 

This week will probably be full of 
excitement and wide fluctuations as 
the trade endeavors to adjust itself to 
history in the making. The more legit- 
imate features of the market can hard- 
ly be expected to have their usual 
weight, as politics will overshadow all 
other influences. If the situation be- 
tween this country and Germany 
shapes up in a definite manner, one 
way or the other, the market likely 
will take on a more definite trend than 
was in evidence at the end of last 
week, but continued uncertainty in, pol- 
itics will result in a nervous and un- 
settled tone.

New York, February 4.—No decision 
had been reached by the government 
authorities late tonight as to whether 
a convoy should be provided for the 
American line steamship St. Louis, 
scheduled to sail from this port at 
noon tomorrow for Liverpool.

Mr. Franklin said 
he expected no further word from the 
Philadelphia until she docked at Liv- 
erpool tomorrow, as it was not custom- 
ary to send out wireless messages 
while passing through the war zone 
around the British Isles.

WILSON AND SIMMONS 
CONFER ABOUT REVENUE 


President Told Congress Will 
Furnish All Money Needed 
in Case of Hostilities.

February 4.—Senator 
Simmons, chairman of the senate fi- 
nance committee, was summoned to 
the white house today and conferred 
with President Wilson on means of 
raising sufficient revenue in case of 
hostilities with Germany. 

Senator Simmons assured the presi- 
dent that congress would move prompt- 
ly whenever money is needed and that 
there would be no opposition to any 
reasonable requests from the govern- 
ment. While no specific sum was men- 
tioned at the conference Senator Sim- 
mons recalled that at the outbreak of 


the Spanish-American war a bond is- 
sue of $500,000,000 was authorized by 
congress and a direct appropriation 
was made. 

The president did not ask the sena- 
tor to take any immediate steps and 
told him that nothing had occurred so 
far necessitating the raising of addi- 
ttonal revenue. 

Senator Simmons pointed out that uh- 
der the pending special revenue bill 
the amount of certificates of indebted- 
ness which can be issued by the secre- 
tary of the treasury would be increased 
to $300,000,000 from $200,000,000 now 
authorized. 


PACIFICIST OUTBREAK 
FEARED IN CONGRESS 


Washington, February 4.—Adminis- 
tration leadegs in congress who hope 
to prevent discussion of international 
issues during the present crisis are 
somewhat disturbed lest tranquillity 
be shaken by agitation from the pacif- 
ist element.
